The MEETING was called to order by Chairman Stoesser at 6:30P.M. Present were Supervisor 
Montez, Supervisor Klarkowski, Clerk/Treasurer Buchanan, and Attorney Boehm.

Attorney 
Boehm requested to read a letter on the auditing. Chairman Stoesser stated that they would not 
have the letter read at this time.

Supervisor Montez moved to continue the auditing contract with Baker Tilly as they originally 
contracted. Supervisor Klarkowski seconded the motion. Chairman Stoesser believes that they 
need accountability. The auditor always provides an opinion on the accounting each year. James 
Probst commented on the auditing process. Robert Mueller commented on the accounting. Frank 
Sherkenbach stated that what is going on at the Town Board Meetings does not reflect good on 
the board. Frank Sherkenbach stated he would like the letter read from Baker Tilly. Attorney 
Boehm read the letter from Baker Tilly commenting on the audit process. Attorney Hudec stated 
that this has been an excellent accounting firm and this is a lot of to do about nothing. Robert 
Mueller stated there is accountability. Supervisor Montez amended the motion to continue the 
contract with Baker Tilly with option #2, to rotate some members of the auditing crew.

Bret Strong does not believe that Booth Lake and the Park Trail should be compared. He does not 

believe the property owners should have their property taken for a park trail. 

Karen Mueller believes that the trail will be a safe place and good for the future. 

Supervisor Montez believes that they need a public forum on the Park Trail
